Revelations of ‘hijacking” by St. 
Ferdinand Township Constables 
and of their extensive activities as 
whisky dealers and slot machine 
magnates were promised by John 
E. Mooney, defense counsel] for 
eHnry Ronsick, ex-convict on trial 
for shooting at two Deptty Con- 
Stables, in his opening statement 
in Circuit Court at Clayton today. 

Ronsick, 28-year-old gangster 
with two prison terms behind him, 
Sat at a table while Mooney, mak- 
ing no secret of Ronsick’s manner 
of livelihood, declared the ex-con- 
vict was prepared to supply full 
details of shady deals he had en- 
tered into with men drawing pub- 
lic wages to maiftain law and or- 
der, 

Mooney contended that Ronsick, 
who was shot seven times the night 
of Jan. 26 when he opened the 
door of a soft drink parlor in 
Florissant, was not shot down by 
men doing their duty as officers 
of the law but by his own partners 
in crime, who happened to be 
Deputy Censtables. 

A Plot, Counsel Says. 

Deputy Constables A. Harry Fir- 
man and George Kingslan are the 
men who filled Ronsick full of 
lead. They were in a soft-drink 
parlor and Ronsick shot at them 
before he was taken to Alexian 
Brothers Hospital for treatment. 

Mooney declared the season for 
their shooting at Ronsick was not 
his attempt at robbery, but their 
desire to “put him on tne spot” 
and get rid of him , because he 
knew too much. 

“We are prepared to prove that 
this whole affair was bascd on a 
couspiracy by certain officers of 
the law to kill this man. it began 
back in 1924 when Ronsick madc 
an agreement with John Plood, 
now Constable of St. Ferdinand 
Township. 

Mooney said he would show that 
Runsick and Flood became asso- 
ciated with Italian bootleggers at 
that time and that Ronsick, from 
the proceeds of thievery and “hi- 
jacking” their stills, was able to 
subsidize Flood’s campaign for Con- 
stable by paying for campaign lit- 
erature, praising Flood as a forth- 
right citizes, and using blazing ban- 
ners bearing Fiodod’s name.

The jury received the case at 
2:45 yesterday afternoon and had 
to consider 88 counts in the indict- 
ment, making 176 ballots neces- 
sary. 

They were convicted on each o* 
the 88 counts. 

The coffviction carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of $5000 fine or five 
years in the penitentiary, or both. 

Craven and Miss Todd went to 
trial May 7 on an indictment re- 
turned against them last August. 
This indictment consolidated the 
counts against the two and was 
taken to trial by the Government 
as the key case in the land bank 
case. 

Judge Merrill E. Otis set Mon- 
day for passing sentence and the 
hearing of formal motions. 

The Government alleged funds -f 
the bank, now in receivership, were 
diverted to the promotion of the 
Missouri Hydro-Electric Co. power 
project on the Osage River in M»:- 
souri, a Cravens 


by false entries and dealings with 


power project contemplated the 
building of a dam at Bagnell, Mo, 
which would create a lake extend- 
ing through several Missouri coun- 
ties, to store water for powe’ 
plants. 

It was alleged by the Govern- 
ment that money was obtained for 
this project by issuing mortgaves 


to fictitious .persons on land «c- 
quired by foreclosure. 

Testimony was introduced to 
show that land required for the 


power company, valued at approx- 
imately $1,000,000, was mortgaged 
with the bank for several hundred 
thousand dollars’ more than that 
sum. 

On the.witness stand Miss Todd, 
formerly of Salina, admitted under 
cross-examination, that she made a 
falsé entry in a statement to the 
Fe@eral Farm Loan Board. She 
Said the entry was. made because 
the books of the bank did not pre- 
vide a place for cash on hand and 
that this item was entered as de- 
posits. | 

In instructing the jury, Judge 
Otis ruled that “criminal intent” 
must have been shown by the Gov- 
ernment to find a verdict of guilty. 

The Land Bank has been in re- 
ceivership since last May. 

Investigation of the bank’s af- 
fairs was started in December, 
1926, after stockholders had com- 
plained that its funds were being 
diverted to Cravens’ private enter- 
prises. Agents of the Treasury De- 
partment first took up the inquiry 
and later were replaced by ac- 
countants of the Department of 
Justice. 

Lawyers in their closing plea for 
the defendants denied there had 
been any intent to defraud and je- 
scribed as legitimate transactions 
which resulfed in the charge in the 
indictment that Cravens diverted 
money from the bank to his proiest 
at Bagnell. 

Cravens’ father, Richard P. Cra- 
vens, and two brothers, R. H. Cra- 
vens and C. Russell Cravens, for- 
mer directors, and Ralph Ww. 
Street, former vice president, al! of 
Salina, Kan., also are under indict- 
ment. They will be tried later. 

Henry 8. Conrad, counsel for 
Cravens and Miss Todd, said an 
appeal would be taken.

PORT ELIZABETH, South Afri- 
ca, May 24.—Settlers in the Little 
Karoo and other districts of Cape 
Province. have not seen rain for 
four years and are suffering from 
conditions occasioned by the worst 


drouth in the history of South 
Africa. 

In the town it is a matter of 
considerable inconvenience and to 
farmers it is a catastrophe of the 
first magnitude. For years they 
have tried to stave off the evil hour 
when the homestead must be aban- 
doned, but more and more are 
giving up the battle against cli- 
matic conditions. 

Even the vultures have departed, 
leaving the bleached bones. of 
countless sheep; and vast tracts of 
country, but a few years ago the 
fertile lands of prosperous farmers, 
are now arid wastes. Many empty 
farmhouses are falling into decay. 

Farmers on the edge of the 
drouth area are still carrying on. 
For several years it has been the 
custom to board out their sheep 
and cattle, sending them hundreds 
of miles away by train to fertile 
districts. Well after well has dried 
up and every day the relentless sun 
shines down on a dusty land from 
which the last vestige of green has 
long disappeared, and it almost 
seems that a new desert must be 
marked on the map of the British 
Empire.

FREED OF ROBBERY 
N WITHESS'ABSENE 


Philip Burgess’ Tried Under 
Ruling Admitting Sworn Tes- 
timony of Missing Person.

The sworn statement of a wit- 
ness whom the 
office is unable to find failed yes- 
terday to convict Philip Burgess, 
24 years old, chauffeur and for- 
/mer bartender, on a charge of 
|'robbery in Circuit Court. A jury 
'acquitted Burgess after an hour's 
deliberation. 
| Burgess is the first prisoner to be 
tried locally under the new ruling 
of the Missouri Supreme Court 
that the sworn statement of a wit- 
ness who cannot be found by the 
State—provided the statement Was 
made in the presence of the ac- 
cused and when the accused had 
ithe right of cross-examination—is 
admissable as ‘evidence and has 
equal weight with words spoken 
from the witness stand. 

The missing witness in the Burg- 
less case is Peter Berger, 18 years 
old. who formerly lived at 4929 
Leahy street. Bergef was a driv- 
er’s helper on the Famous-Barr 
delivery truck which Burgess, with 
an alleged confederate, was ac- 
cused of having stolen last Dec. 8. 
The truck contained 280 packages 
valued at $2500. 

Witness Appeared Twice. 

Berger, at a preliminary hear- 
‘ing, identified Burgess as one of 
the two men who covered him with 
revolvers and seized the truck. The 
witness appeared also on two later 
feccasions when the case was 
‘ealled but postponed on request of 
Burgess. At a third setting of the 
trial, Berger did not appear. 

The case against Burgess would 
have lapsed this week had it. not 
been for the Supreme Court de- 
cision. This caused Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Bowcock to ask for 
an immediate setting of the trial 
and to go to court with his type- 
written pages of sworn testimony 
from the absent key witness. 

The transcript’ of Berger’s testi- 
mony showed that when he gave 
it he was out of the reform school] 
on parole, after having pleaded 
guilty to larceny, in connection 
with the theft of cigarettes. 

Sister Testifies te Alibi. 

Burgess pleaded an alibi. His 
counsel, Sigmund Bass, placed the 
defendant's sister on the stand, | 
and she. swore that on the after- 
noon of the robbery she and Burg- 
ess were in a florist’s shop buying 
flowers for their dead mother’s 
grave in Calvary Cemetery. Friends 
of the defendant supported the ali- 
bi and his present employer said 
he had the utmost confidence in 
him.

His farewell 
salute to book-selling—the auction 
of 40,000 bound volumes and 35,- 
000 pamphlets—began Tuesday. It 
is likely to last several weeks. 

“I want to close ‘em all out” 
Tourville, an alert portly man of 
60, said of his books. “I have to 
pay my debts. St. Louis used to 
be a good book town, but not to- 
day.’ 

“I made more money in a day 
selling the life of Garfield when I 
was a boy 14 years old than J made 
last week. Anyway. I want to 
travel.” 

Tourviile says he is putting on 
sale the largest stock of books ever 
laid on the block in St. Louis. In 
additio:. he asks for bids on his 
beo!:cases, curios, pictures, music 
rolis, hand-painted china—a _ fan- 
tastic array piled in cabinets, 
heaped in corners, standing atop 
dusty shelves. 

No booklover could possibly get 
out of Tourville’s shop without 
squandering a dime or a dollar, for, 
strangely mixed with carloads of 
bound “junk” in his cases are 
dusty, alluring tomes to make the 
eyes of a collector pop. The .na7 
who has a mania for collecting 
what the bookmen term “Ameri- 
cana” is likely. while standing be- 
fore certain of Tourville’s auction 
shelves, to burst into cheers.

It is proposed that the two 
bodies shall agree upon the West- 
minster Confession of Faith and 
the Longer and Shorter Catechism, 
now held in common by the two 
churches, and in addition the con- 
fessiondl statement of the United 
Presbyterian Church. 

In the union of the two bodies, 
it will be affirmed that the 
church’s mission is exclusively 
Spiritual, and that its synods and 
councils,are “not to’ meddle with 
civil affairs.” This does not mean, 
it is explained, that the church 
owes no duty to civil society”; on 
the contrary, it is the imperative 
cuty of the church, through its 
members as citizens of the civil 
commonwealth, to apply the prin- 
ciples of Christianity to the moral, 
social and industrial conditions 
of society.” 

Another clause of the proposed 
agreement states that each church 
in the united body shall have the 
same liberty which it now enjoys 
in the matter of congregational 
singing. The traditional practice 
of the United Presbyterian Church, 
inherited from Scotiand, is to make 
use of no hymns but the Psalms 
of the Bible, translated into mod- 
ern verse form. This excludes 
such songs as “Nearer, My God, 
to Thee,” and all déthers not di-

METHODISTS ELECT 
‘TWO NEW BISHOPS 


Ballot Taken for Third Vacancy 
in Episcopacy—Result to 
Be Announced Today. 


By the Associated Press, 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May. 24.— 
With two of the three vacancies 
in the episcopacy filled, the quad- 
rennial General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church here 
today turned to election of the 
third Bishop. 

Dr. James CC. Baker, pastor of 
Trinity Church, Urbana, Ill., and 
Dr. Raymond J. Wade of Chicago, 


Service Commission, were elevated 
to the episcopacy yesterday. Dr. 
Wade was elected on the second 
ballot when he polled 567 votes, 
15 more than the two-thirds ma- 
jority necessary. Dr. Baker was 
elected on the sixth ballot, when 
he received 591 votes. 

Dr. Lewis O. Hartman of Boston 
had a substantial lead over Dr. J. 
M. M. Gray of Scranton, Pa., in the 
balloting for the third Bishop. On 
the sixth ballot Dr. Hartman had 
410 votes and Dr. Gray 356. While 
a seventh ballot was taken, at last 
night’s session, the result was with- 
held. pending resumption of the 
voting today. 

Dr. Wade, who is serving for the 
second time as secretary of a quad- 
rennial confererice, has been sec- 
retary of the World Service Com- 
mission for eight years. The Rev. 
John M, Arters of Portland, Me., 
was chosen to succeed Dr. Wadc. 
Arters was assistant conference 
secretary. 

Successful development of the 
Wesley Foundation, which Dr. Ba- 
ker established at the University 
of Illinois 21 years ago, was con- 
sidered the main factor in his pro- 
motion. His work among univer- 
sity students attracted wide at- 
tention and several other denomi- 
nations have adopted similar pro- 
grams. He is 49 years old and a 
graduate of Illinois Wesleyan Uni- 
versity. 

Anton Bast, suspended Bishop, 
of Copenhagen Denmark, has in- 
formed the Conference that he will 
not appeal from his conviction by 
an ecclesiastical court on charges 
of impudent conduct unbecoming 
a minister. The Conference then 
ordered hig name stricken from the 
tist of Bishops and that he be re- 
turned to his annual conference in 
Denmark for future action. He “e- 
tains his status as a minister. 

The Episcopal committee today 
recommended dismissal of the 
heresy charges filed by the Rev. 
George A. Cooke of Wilmington, 
Del., against Bishops W. F. Mc- 
Dowell of Washington, D. C., and 
Francis J. McConnell of Pittsburg. 
Mr. Cooke charged they violated 
the teachings of Methodism in 
pooks they had written. | 

The committee reported that “it 
finds nothing in the evidence sub- 
mitted which establishes in any 
degree the validity of these com- 
plaints.” 


ANTIQUES AND TAPESTRIES 
WORTH $100,000 ON DISPLAY 


Panel Screén of Louis XV Period 


An interesting collection of an- 
tique silver, tapestry and oocca- 
sional furniture is on exhibition 
at the Warfield Shops, 397 North 
Euclid avenue. The property of 
several New York art dealers, the 
collection is valued at about 
$100,000. 

The most valued tapestry is a 
six-panel screen in silk needle- 


riod of Louis XV. It pictures in- 
cidents recorded in‘ legend and 
fable. From dates on individual 
pieces it is indicated the tapestry 
was completed in three years, A 
St. Louis art collector is said to be 


valued at $1000. 

A cabinet by Heppelwaite, 
eighteenth century English crafts- 
man, and two small satinwood oc- 
casional tables of the same period 
attract favorable attention. ‘The 
cabinet is painted green and deco- 
rated with a floral design. “The 
tables, simply constructed and in 
natural finish, are valued at $350 
each. 

Two Venetian marriage chests 
by Romano, made in 1720 on the 
occasion of a marriage linking the 
families of “Dona delle Rose and 
Priuli,” whose crests in brass are 
mounted on top, are exhibited, but 
not for sale; They are covered in 
green leather and decorated with 
orpamental brass, 

The silver is chiefly English 
Sheffield ty Paul Storr and 
Matthew Boulton, although a num- 
ber of French pieces and some 
by the modernist, Eric Magnusson, 
are exhibited. Candelabra, wine 
coolers, old coffee urns and the 
more familiar pieces of table serv- 
ice are shown.

Flyer Says Job ‘Job Will Not Pre- 
vent Participation in Other 
Aviation Projects. ©

NEW YORK, May 324.—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh will make 
no flight across the Atlantic this 
year and had planned none, he said 
in an interview yesterday. 

“{ have been studying intently 
both the route by way of Green- 


land and that by way of the 
Azores because -of my very great 
interest in all such projects,” he 
said, “but I have made no plan for 
any flight, either for myself or for 
any one else, My study has been 
entirely concerned with the routes, 
as such.” 

Although his interview was 
granted to explain his connections 
with the new Transcontinental Air 
Transport, Inc., ‘Lindbergh took 
the opportunity to deny the rum- 
ors that he was contemplating a 
flight to Europe either this spring 
or in the fall. In so doing, he re- 
peated what he had told the Asso- 
‘clated Press in Washington on May 
1, that his interests in Greenland 
extended only to consideration of 
the feasability of the route. 


-At the office of W. B. Mayo, 
chief engineer of the Ford Motor 
Co., in Detroit yesterday it was 
said that Lindbergh had decided 
to pone a projected trans-At- 
lantic flight by way of Greenland 
‘and Iceland for 60 to 90 days.

Prevent the use of firm names 
and symbols, and the excuse for 
professionalizing the Municipal 
League players will disappear:

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Denouncés Measure as Unconstitutional and. 


Establishing a System in Defiance of 
Economic Law. 
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By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—The 


text of President Coolidge’s mes- 
sage vetoing the McNary-Haugen 
farm relief bill follows: 

“To the Senate: 

“Senate bill 3555, called the sur- 
plus control act, is in some respects 
an improvement over Senate bill 
4808 of the last Congress. It in- 
cludes several provisions, which, if 
unencumbered by objectionable 
features, would form a basis for a 


measure that should do much to 
develop stronger business organiza- 
tions in agriculture. But the 
present bill contains not only the 
so-called equalization fee and oth- 
er features of the old measure, 
prejudicial in my opinion, to sound 
public policy and to agriculture, 
but also new and highly objectiona- 
ble provisions. In its entirety it is 
little less undesirable than the 
earlier measure. The bill still is 
unconstitutional. This position is 
supported by the opinion of the At- 
torney-General, which is hereto at- 
tached. 
Equalization Fee Analyzed. 


“In its essntials the objectiona- 
ble plan proposed here is the stim- 
ulation of the price of agricultural 
commodities and prodycts thereof 
by artificially controlling the sur- 
pluses so that there will be an ap- 
parent scarcity on the market. This 
is to be done by means of a board 
having supposedly adequate powers 
and adequate funds to accomplish 
such purpose through various agen- 
cies, Governmental and private. 
The surpluses of the different se- 
lected commodities so accumulated 
by the board are then to be sold by 
export and otherwise directly or 
through such agencies at whatever 
loss is necessary in making the dis- 
position. The fund to pay the 
losses and other costs while at first 
furnished by the Government is ul- 
timately to be replaced and there- 
after replenished from time to time 
by means of a tax or fee charged 
against the product. The theory is 
that the enhanced price of the 
commodity would enable the pro- 
ducers to pay the equalization fee 
and still reap a profit. 

Old Substance in New Form. - 

The recurring problem of sur- 
pluses in farm products has long 
been a subject of deep concern to 
the entire nation, and any eco- 
nomically sound, workable solu- 
tion of it would command not only 
the approval but the profound 
gratitude of our people. The pres- 
ent measure, however, falls far 
short of that most desirable ob- 
jective; indeed, although it pur- 
ports to provide farm relief by les- 
sening the cares of our greatest in- 
dustry, it not only fails to accom- 
plish that purpose, but actually 
heaps even higher its burdens of 
political control, of distribution 
costs, and of foreign competition. 
It embodies a formidable array of 
perils for agriculture which are all 
the more menacing because of 
their being obscured in a maze of 
ponderously futile bureaucratic 
paraphernalia. In fact, in spite of 
the inclusion in this measure of 
gome constructive steps proposed 
by the administration, it renews 
most of the more vicious devices 
which appeared in the Dill that 
was vetoed last year. This docu- 
ment is much altered from its pre- 
vious form, but its substance, par- 
ticularly as to its evident ultimate 
effect of tending to delude_ the 
farmer with a fantastic promise of 
unworkable governmental price 
regulation, is still as repugnant as 
ever to the spirit of our institu- 
tions, both political and commer- 
cial. 

Objections Summarized. 

“A detailed analysis of all of the 
objections to the measure would 
involve a document of truly for- 
midable proportions. However, its 
major weaknesses and perils may 
be summarized under six headings: 

“1. Its attempted price-fixing 
fallacy. @ . 

“2. The tax characteristics of the, 
equalization fee. 

“3 The widespread bureaucracy 
which it would set up. 

“4. Its encouragement to prof- 
iteering and wasteful distribution 
by middlemen. 

«“§. Its stimulation of overpro- 
duction. 

“6 Its aid to foreign agricul- 
tural competitors. 

“These topics by no means ¢ex- 
haust the last of fallacious and, in- 
deed, dangerous aspects of the bill, 
but they afford ample ground for 
its emphatic rejection. 

“1. Price Fixing. This measure 
is as cruelly deceptive in its dis- 
guise as governmental price-fixing 
legislation, and involves quite as 
unmistakeably the impossible 
scheme of attempted governmental 
control of buying and selling of ag- 
ricultural products through politi- 
cal agencies as any of the other so- 
called surplus contro! bills. In fact, 
in certain respects it is much 
broader and more flagrant in its 
scope. The heights to which price 
lifting might be promised are freed 
from the limitations fixed in pre- 
vious measures. The bill carefully 
avoids any direct allusion to such 
price-fixing functions, but there 
can be no doubt about its inten- 
tions and authorizations to the 
Federal Farm Board in this re- 


|apeet. There is apparently ne 


change in the import of the bill in 
the resolution to impose upon the 
farmer and upon the consumers of 
farm produce a regime of futile, 
delusive experiments, with price 
fixing, with indirect governmental 
buying and selling, and with a na- 
tion-wide system of regulatory po- 
licing, intolerable espionage, and 
tax collection on a vast scale. 
Fiat Prices. 


‘ 
“These provisions would disap- 


point the farmer by naively imply- 
ing that the law of supply and de- 
mand can thus be legislatively dis- 
torted in his favor. Economic his- 
tory is filled with the evidences of 
the ghastly futility of such at- 
tempts. Fiat prices match the 
folly of fiat money. 

“The board would be compelled 
to arrive in some way at the pre- 
mium on the domestic price which 
would be demanded from the con- 
sumer, and this figure would have 
to be fixed in the contracts. which 
it would make with the millers, 
packers, canners, spinners and oth- 
er processors. Such prices and 
other terms fixed in the contracts 
would be used by the board to 
calculate the losses upon which it 
would base the size of the equaliza- 
tion fee. This procedure is the 
very essence of price fixing, no 
matter how cumbersome and 
crudely camouflaged it may be. By 
throwing the very large resources 
of the Government into this oper- 
ation the present bill gives the wid- 
est latitude for the most vicious 
temptations inherent in autocratic 
authority in complete command of 
vast industries and trades. 

“In previous bills definite yard- 
sticks have been determined by 
which jprices were to be estab- 
lished by the Government. They 
are Omitted from this bill, which 
thereby leaves almost no restraint 
whatever upon the discretion of 
the board in this respect. The 
present measure, therefore, has 
even less merit than its predeces- 
sors in this regard, since it car- 
ries no limitation as to the extent 
of price inflation which it can 
undertake. 

Sales Tax on Community. 

“2. The equalization .fee which 
is the kernel of this legislation, is 
a sales tax upon the entire com- 
munity. It is in no sense a mere 
contribution to be made by the 
producers themselves, as has been 
represented by supporters of the 
measure. It can be assessed upon 
the commodities in transit to the 
consumer and its burdens can un- 
mistakably be passed on to him. 

“Furthermore, such a procedure 
would certainly involve an extraor- 
dinary relinquishment of the taxing 
power on the part of Congress, be- 
cause the tax would not only be 
levied without recourse to legisla- 
tive authority. but its proceeds 
would be expended entirely with- 
out the usual safeguards of con- 
gressional control of + appropria- 
tions. This would be a most dan- 
gerous nullification of one of tie 
essential checks and balances 
which lie at the very foundation of 
our Government. 

“Incidentally, this taxation of fee 
would not be for purposes of rev- 
enue in the accepted sense, but 
would simply yiejd a subsidy for 
the special] benefit of particular 
groups of producers and exporters. 
It would be a consumption or sales 
tax on the vital necessities of life, 
regulated not by the ability of the 
people to pay but only by the re- 
quirements and export logses of 
various trading intermediaries, It 
would be difficult indeed te ¢én- 
ceive of a more flagrant case of 
the, employment of all of the co- 
ercive powers of the Government 
for the profit of a small number 
of specially privileged groups. 

Danger in Price Fixing. 

“It has been alleged that these 
operations would be inaugurated 
only as a last resort, but this would 
be scanty assurance indeed, since 
no board would be able to resist 
the pressure of the political forces 
which could be mustered in behalf 
o fevery staple commodity to de- 
mani that the Government should 
undertake the responsibility of at- 
tempting’ to legislate its prices 
above those fixed in the normal] op- 
erations of the law of supply and 
demand. 

“(3.) Widespread bureaucracy— 
a bureaucratic tyranny of unprece- 
dented proportions—would be let 
down upon the backs of the farm 
industry and its distributors 
throughout the nation in connec- 
tion with the enforcement of this 
measure. Thousands of contracts 
involving scores of different grades. 
quantities and varieties of products 
would have to be signed by wie 
board with the 4400 millers. the 
1200 meat-packi:g plants, the 3000 
or more cotton and woolen mills 
and the 2700 canners. If this bill 
had been in operation in 1925 it 
would have involved collections 
upon an aggregate of over 16,000,- 
000,°00 units of wheat, corn and 
cotton. 

“The bill undertakes to provide 
insurance against loss, but presum- 
ably onjy against reasonable and 
unavoidable loss. Just what this 
might be would involve judgment 
on the part_of Government e¢m- 
ployes upon tens of thousands of 
transactions running into billions of 
dollars, This is bureaucracy gone 
mad.

the President appeared to be 
most perturbed with the equali- 
zation fee feature. He declared 
it to be a “tax” and said it 
would involve “an extraordinary 
relinquishment of the taxing 
power on the part of Congress.” 

“This taxation or fee,” he 
said, “would not be for purposes 
of revenue in the accepted sense 
but would simply yield a sub- 
sidy for the special benefit of 
particular groups of processors 
and exporters.” 

Another objection of the 
President was that he felt the 
bill would stimulate over- 
production, which he cautioned 
in his annual message, wag the 
real heart of the farm problem. 

“The bill runs counter to an 
economic law (that of supply 
and demand) as well settled as 
the law of gravitation,” the 
President said. “Increased 
prices decrease consumption; 
they also increase production. 

»- The annals of the in- 
dustrial and agricultural world 
are replete with the catastro- 
phes that have come in the 
wake of such attempted distbr- 
‘tions of one of the most funda- 
mental principles of commer- 
cial relations.”

survive under. such circumstances. 
And the swarms of inspectors, audi 
tors, disbursers, accountants, and 
regulatory officers would be 
loose throughout the land to en- 
force the terms of these contracts 
and to curb the inevitable attempt 
at evasion of the equalization fee. 
This plague of petty officialdom 
would set up an intolerable tyr- 
anny over the daily lives and oper- 
ations of farmers and of every indi- 
vidual and firm engaged in the dis- 
tribution of farm proeducts, intrud- 
ing into every detail of their af- 
fairs, setting up thousands of pro- 
hibitory restrictions and obnoxious 
inspections. 
Dangerous Powcr. 

“Such autocratic domination 
over our major industry, its de- 
pendent trades, and the every-day 
activities of hundreds of thousands 
of our citizens would indeed be 
profoundly repugnant to every in- 
stinct of our institutions. It would 
undermine individual initiative. 
Place a premium upon evasion 
and dishonesty, and. poison’ the 
very well-springs of our national 
spirit of providing abundant re- 
wards for thrift and for open com- 
petitive effort. 

“The arbitrary powers in the 
hands of the 12, members of the 
Board are almost ineredible. But 
even more extraordinary would be 
the veto power over the board 
which this measure places in the 
hands of the commodity advisory 
councils. Acting with the board, 
these men could throw the entire 
machinery of the Government in- 
to an attempt to raise or lower 
omestic prices at will. Even 
hough such efforts would  ulti- 
mately be doomed to certain fail- 
ure, these men would meanwhile, 
during the course of costly experi- 
ment, hold in their hands the -fate 
of vast industries using farm pro- 
ducts employing millions of per- 
sons and of great co-operatives 
with thousands of farmer members. 
They could disrupt the _ settled 
channels of trade and commerce, 
they could alter at will the cost 
of living, influence wage levels in 
all lines’ of industry, and affect 
conditions of business in every 
part of the country. The mere 
enumeration of such powers is the 
complete "answer to the proposal 
that they be granted. 

Encouraging Profiteering. 


“(4). Encouragement to profit- 
eering and wasteful distribution. by 
middlemen.—As was pointed out in 
the veto last year, it seers almost 
incredible that the.farmers of this 
country are being offered _ this 
scheme of legislative relief in which 
the only persone who are guaran- 
teed to benefit are the exporters, 


corruption, 


and other processors. Their profits 
are definitely assured. They have, 
in other words, no particular in- 
centive toward careful operation, 
since each of them holding a con- 
tract, no matter how unscrupulous, 
wasteful, or inefficient his opera- 
tions may have been, would be 
fully reimbursed for all of his 
losses. 

“This would be bound to encour- 
age wholesale profiteering at the 
expe te of the farmer and the con- 
sumer. Every one of these proc- 
essors could charge what he chose 
to his domestic trade and recoup 
the loss incurred on any one of 
his products thus made unsalablie 
at home through excessive prices 
by dumping it at reduced rates in

petitive zeal for superior service 
and for adequate returns through 
large sales of better merchandise 
at lower prices. 


A Suppositious Case. 


“The packers could’ be com- 
manded by the board to buy hogs 
enough to create a near shortage 
at home and then raise the prices 
to a fixed level. The unsalable 
surplus would then be dumped 
abroad at a loss, which would 
thereupon be made good out of the 
pockets of all taxpayers, including 
the farmers. The operations would 
involve an impenetrable maze of 
contracts between the board and 
hundreds of packers and provision- 
ers. The result would be a bewil- 
dering snarl] of entangled account- 
ing problems because packing 
houses buy one kind of product and 
sell a wide range of highly differ- 
entiated specialties: To ‘equalize’ 
the losses on these would indeed 
be a task of overwhelming diffi- 
culty. 

“These objections were raised 
against the previous measure and 
apparently an attempt has been 
made to meet them by broadening 
the discretionary powers of th2 
Board s0 as to escape the necessity 
of describing its functions and lim- 
iting its. authority. The _ result. 
however, has been entirely the re- 
verse from thaé which was intend- 
ed. The Board ig endowed with 
vast powers over our basic indus- 
try, but unlike every other agency 
in the Government it would not be 
limited by congressional control 
over its appropriations since it 
would have within itself the pow- 
er to raise funds without limit by 
means of the compulsory equaliza- 
tion fee. 

Upsetting Economic Lay. 

“(5). Stimulation of overproduc- 
tion.—The bill runs counter to an 
economic law as well settled as 
the law of gravitation. Increased 
prices decrease consumption; they 
also increase production. These 
two conditions are the very ones 
that spell disaster to the whole 
program. The vaguely drawn clause 
in the measure to meet this obvious 
danger merely amounts to moral 
suasion and: as a last resort the 
withdrawal of the equalization fee. 
Thus if 90 per cent of the growers 
of a given commodity heed the 
admonitions of the Board and re- 
frain from production, they will, 
nevertheless, be punished because 
of the evasions of the remaining 
10 per cent who have ignored the 
Board’s requests. In other words, 
no farmer will be safe in directing 
his planning upon his individual 
judgment. For should the result 
be a stimulation of an increased 
yield the Board would be likely 
to withdraw the support which en- 
couraged the surpluses and allow 
the prices to collapse under the 
weight of that artificially created

Whose potential buying 
power and standard of living, even 
at best, are far below those of this 
country. 

“This is indeed an extraordinary

Calis Method Folly. 

“By the inevitable stimulation of 
production the bil! can only mean 
an increase of exportable surplus 
to be dumped into the world mar- 
ket. This in turn will bring about 
a constantly decreasing world price, 
which will soon reach so low a fig- 
ure that a wholesale curtailment of 
production ir this country with its 
attendant demoralization and heavy 
losses would be certain. Where is 
the pdvantage of dragging our 
farmers into such folly? tT 

“Furthermore, as the board 
undertakes to dump the steadily 
mounting surplus into foreign 
countries at the low cost figures, 
it will come into direct conflict 
with the dumping and similar trade 
laws of many foreign lands which 
are interested im the maintenance 
of their own agricultural indus- 
tries. We might, therefore, expect 
immediately a series of drastic, re- 
taliatory discriminations on the 
part of these consumer countries. 
This will drive our surplus into 
narrower market channels and 
force even further price reductions 
with consequent increases in the 
burden of ‘the equalization tax. 

“Preposterous Fallacy.” 

“Lastly and most important, in 
connection with this aspect of the 
bill as an aid to our foreign com- 
petitors, the measure will inev- 
itably devastate many of our im- 
portant farm areas. For instance, 
the board is expected to obtain 
higher . prices for the American 
farmer for corn by removing the 
surplus from the home market and 
dumping it over our borders at a 
lower level of prices. In other 
words, the hog grower in Ontario, 
Canada, may buy American corn 
at a very much lower level than 
the hog grower in the State of 
Ohio. Both being situated equal- 
ly as to the European market for 
their products, we shall see im- 
mediately the migrafion of the 
Ohio hog industry across the bor- 
der into Canada with consequent 
losses to our pork industry by this 
Canadian competition. 

“Likewise the dumping of 
cheaper American feeds for Dutch 
and Scandinavian producers of 
dairy products further subsidizes 
them in direct competition with 
the American industry. In other 
words, the framers of this meas- 
ure naively submit a proposal to 
save the American live stock 
grower and dairyman by supplying 
his overseas rivals with abundant 
feedstuffs at reduced rates. It 
would be difficult indeed to con- 
ceive of a more preposterous eco- 
nomic and commercial fallacy. 

Might Cripple Cotton Trade. 

“To take another illustration, 
our cotton-manufacturing industry, 
which now has some 18,400,000 
spindles in the cotton-growing 
states and 18,400,000 in the New 
England States, has been in a pre- 
carious condition for several years. 
Further handicaps imposed upon 
it by this bill might spell its ruin 
dnd the consequent serious crip- 
pling of our entire cotton-growing 
belt. Under this bill it would be 
cuite conceivable that foreign 
mills could obtain American cotton 
for prices substantially less . than 
those paid by domestic mills. For- 
eign’ mills could ship cotton goods 
to this country in spite of the tar- 
iff, since the equalization fee in 
this measure is not applied to cot- 
ton fabrics. Furthermore, foreign 
mills would undoubtedly capture 
our existing export markets for the 
600,000,000 square yards which we 
ship abroad annually, valued at 
over $75,000,000. The very seri- 
ous hardships thus inflicted upon 
the nearly 500,000 wage earners in 
the cotton-manufacturing indus- 
tries and the consequent impair- 
ment of their consumption of farm 
produce, as well as of the raw cot- 
ton in the mills, would be indeed 
a tragic, if not disastrous, episode. 

Retaliation.

Nicaragua and the United States. 


Famous British Newspaper, After Reviewing Events in Nicaragua, Concludes the 
Coolidge-Kellogg Policy to Be a Failure; Thinks It May Require 40,000 Marines 
to Catch Sandino; Wonders at American Indifference Toward This Piece 


of Imperialism. 


From the Manchester Guardian. 


HE people of the United States have 
T= far displayed an amazing indiffer- 

ence to the part their country is play- 
ing in Nicaragua. Perhaps the report that 
an American mine manager has been killed 
by the forces operating under the insur- 
gent teader Sandino, though at present 
happily unconfirmed, may rouse them to 
greater interest. For the past 17 years, 
on and off, American Marines have been in 
virtual occupation of the capital of Nica- 
ragua. There are four thousand of them 
in the country now, and for a year they 
have been conducting an active campaign 
against a oonsiderable body of Nicaraguan 
Nationalists under the leadership of San- 
dino. These operations have never been 
authorized by Congress or by public epin- 
ion. A handful of progressive Senators— 
Wheeler, Nye, Norris and others—have re- 
peatedly accused Presidént Coolidge of car- 


rying on a war without the consent of. 


Congress. which would be the gravest pes- 
sible. breach of the Constitution: and the 
official reply that the opesations are not 
a war but only “pelice work” is daily be- 
coming more threadbare and tess soothing. 
A few days ago the Senate was persuaded 
to demand a report on the operations of 
the Marines. But the Senate itself can do 
little without the manifest backing of pub- 
lic opinion. The report of Mr. Marshall's 
death, even if it should turn out to be 
incorrect, should force the public to think 
seriously about the extraordinary position 
wow held by the United States in Nicara- 
gua, 
> 

For in truth the bBituation has become, 
for the United States. more and more em- 
barrassing. . By a great effert their repre- 
sentatives persugdeg the titular leaders of 
the two Nicara mn parties to lay down 
their arms and to acquiesce in North Am« 
ican supervision of the next presidential 
elections. But the difficulties were by no 
mean@ over when the consent ef the lead- 
ers had been secured. It remained to com- 
pel the parties to agree with their leaders, 
and this has #0 far proved impossible. 
First Sandine declined to fall in with the 
surrender of his nominal chief. Gen. Mon- 
cada, and took the field at the head of a 
considerable “*barnd of irreconcilabie “Liber- 
als;"" then Chamorro, the real power among 
the Conservatives. defied his old aliv Pres- 
ident Diaz and induced his supporters in 
the Nicaraguan Congress to throw out the 
bill authorizing American supervision of 
the elections. 

Thus the United States found themselves 
attacked by either wing. and met at once 
by military and by civil opposition. They 
apparently intend to override the civii op- 
position, and to supervise the elections 
whether the Nicaraguan Congress agrees or 
not. But that decision makes # all the 
more necessary for them ft} eliminate San- 
dine. Obviously ther could hold no elec- 
tions tn districts where Sandino’s writ ran

Shaw, who heads his article, 
“Americans (and Other Mutters),” 
says in part: “I’ve just awakened 
to the fact that for 30 years or 
so I did nct know what real com- 
fort was. It’s only” by being s0 
comfortable now that I’ve realized 


that I must have been uncomfort- 
able before. Why, at Adelphi Ter- 
race (Shaw has moved from there 
to anothe: flat overlooking the 
Thames) I couldn't even have a 
proper bath. 

“Will you believe it, 1 heard a 
few days ago that the flat I occu- 
pied in Adelphi Terrace—I, George 
Bernard Shaw—is still untenanted! 
Why, the place is simply saturated 
with me! What’s happened to the 
American people? Where is their 
enterprise we've heard so much 
about? Surely if they knew—and 
they must Know—that I once lived 
there they would buy every stick 
and stone of the place! 

“Why—there’s a mantelpiece 
there which bears an inscription 
which everyone says is worthy of 
me. It reads:“They say: what say 
they? Let them say.’ The mere 
fact that everyone is wrong and I 
had, nothing to dg with that in- 
scription doesn’t matter. It’s wor- 
thy of me, but it’s as old as the 
hills—even older than I am. 

“Really, though, the Americans 
are a wise and discerning race. 
They’ve been offering me for years 
£500 (about $2500) a night for lec- 
tures—win, lose or draw, as -it 
were, The mere fact that I have 
not accepted the offer doesn’t mean 
that I r-+v-r-shall. 

“As a matter of fact, I have been 
experimenting with the movietone 
you, see, I could deliver my lecture

After all, 
it's the Americans who pay these 
prices for a bit of paper—and a 
dirty bit at that!”

T solution of Manhattan’s con- 
gestion is in elevated streets. 
The problem now is how, when and 
where they will be placed. it is 
conceded relief must come with- 
in the next two years:or the main 
arteries will become hopelessly 
clogged. 

*< it is, midtown frequently be- 
@omes so snaried in traffic knots 
that automobile passengers leave 
their car with chauffeurs and walk 
to public transit conveyances to 
continue their way. The heaviest 
point of traffic reaches its tide 
at Columbus Circle at 5:30 in the 
evening. 

West stréct, near the docks, is 
the only thoroughfare to have an 
upper stretch of street level. It 
has proved effective. The big jolt 
of raised streets will fall upon 
owners of real estate along chs 
fine of proposed elevation. Their 
property, it is said, will depreci- 
ate more than half. 

Those who thought the famed 
Holland Tunnel to New Jersey 
would provide a noticeable relief 
in traffic found it did not make 
the slightest dent. Thousands of 
suburbanites never bring their au- 
tos into the city. They ride to the 
outskirts and transfer to subway, 
elevated or surface cars.

And with New 
York’s usual impetuosity for over- 
doing things, the heaviest sales 
were among those block-long cars 
where the drivers sit out in the 
rain. 

Every feasible suggestion has 
been tried for relief of traffic to 
theaters, and still the press is im- 
possible to handle. It is a com- 
mon sight to see men and women 
in evening clothes who have left 
their cars outside the traffic zone, 
walking to the theater in order 
not to miss the first act

EUROPEAN SCULPTURE 
AT CITY ART MUSEUM 


49 Pieces by Contemporary 
Artists Put on Ex- 
hibition. 


The City Art Museum in Forest 
Park has on exhibition a -collec- 


tion of works by contemporary 
European sculptors. The group 
embraces 49 pieces,. mostly in 
bronze, by nine of the leading art- 
ists of England, France, Sweden, 
Germany, Switzerland and Jugo- 
Slavia. 

The exhibition was assembled by 
A. C. Goodyear of the Albright 
Art Gallery, Buffalo, for display 
in the principal American mu- 
seums. 

Work of three Frenchmen is 
shown, Aristide Maillol, Antoine 
Bourdelle and Charles Despiau, all 
of whom have exercised wide- 
spread influence in the develop- 
ment of sculpture. Maillol and 
Bourdelle have had exhibitions at 
the St. Louis museum in recent 
months. The former is represent- 
ed in the present display by a 
characteristic “Torso” and _ the 
latter by a ruggediy modeled 
“Woman at “Prayer.” Despiau 


shows a small bronze “Petit Eve” 
and several portrait heads. 

Jacob Epstein, whose work is 
attracting wide notice, has three 
portrait heads on view, one of them ; 
a mask of Mrs. Epstein. Epstein 
is American by birth but makes 
his home in England. 

Frank Dobson presents another 
phase of English sculpture. His 
works, of which 11 are shown, 
run to figures of monumental con- 
ception, heavy cf form, but im- 
posing in mass and_e silhouette. 
Typical examples are “Cornuco- 
pia,” “Susanah,” “Cambria” and 
“Mary.” 

Herman Haller, Swiss sculpter, 
shows 10 pieces, including portrait 
heads of oriental type and studies 
oi figures. 

Swedish sculpture is exempli- 
fied in nine pieces by. Carl Milles, 
who has designed numerous pub- 
lic monuments in his native coun- 
try. Small replicas of two of 
these are to be seen in the pres- 
ent exhibition, “‘Europa and the 
Bull,” at Holsted, and “Folke Fil- 
byter,” at Linkoping.

Two Theories
